Carnival Workers’ 
Leader Refuses Even 
to Tell Senators 


What He Does for a 


Living.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 — 
Harry Karsh, business agent of 
Carnival Workers Local 447 
of the Teamsters Union, today 
cited the Fifth Amendment in 
refusing to testify before the 
Senate Labor Rackets Investi- 
gating Committee about his 
activities as a union organizer. 

Karsh, a trusted aid of Har- 
old J. Gibbons of St. Louis, de- 
clined to say even what he did 
for a living. 

Earlier a witness told the 
committee the International 
Jewelry Workers Union grant- 
ed Karsh a charter to organize 
employes in the carnival and 
amusement field in 1952 on 
Gibbons’s recommendation. 


Charter Revoked by AFL. 


Hyman J. Powell of New 
York City, secretary-treasurer 
of the jewelry workers, said 
the charter was revoked later 
the same year when the parent 
AFL organization intervened 
and ruled that the jewelry 
workers had no jurisdiction in 
the carnivals. 

Robert F. Kennedy, commit- 
tee counsel, said George 
Meany, then secretary-treasurer 
of the AFL, wrote letters to 
the jewelry workers complain- 
ing that the charter was issued 
for ptirposes apparently hav- 
ing nothing to do with legiti- 
mate trade union activity. 

Strong-arm Methods.

Karsh, after losing the char- 
ter, was allowed to continue

There was testimony that 
thousands of dollars in dues 
were collected by Karsh, but 
Powell said only $25 reached 
the international’s treasury. 
This was the charter fee, he 
said. 
Asked what happened to the 
treasury of Karsh’s union when 
the charter was revoked, Pow- 
ell said he did not know. The 
international received no per 
capita payments, he added. 

Workers Not Consulted. 

The Senate committee, which 
is investigating Karsh’s associ- 
ation with Gibbons, now No. 2 
man in the Teamsters Union,, 
heard testimony today that 
Karsh forced carnival opera- 
tors to sign union contracts 
without consulting the em- 
ployes. 

Senator John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, committee 
chairman, asked one witness, 
F. E. Gooding, Columbus (O.) 
amusement park operator, if 
he regarded “dues. payments” 
made to Karsh as extortion. 

“Yes.” Gooding replied. “I 
felt I was pretty well backed 
up in a corner.” 

“What this amounted to,” 
McClellan observed, “was a 
gesture on his part to organize 
employes in order to get a 
pay-off from an employer.” 

Gooding operates amusement 
companies and parks in 10 
Midwest states. He told the 
committee he had between 200 
and 300 employes. f

FRE DESTROYS 
BLUE NOTE CLUB 
ARSON INDICATED 


Cans of Inflammable 
Liquid Found—Busi- 
ness at Chippewa 
Place Poor.

Nesser’s Blue Note Club, 
5453 Chippewa street, was de- 
stroyed by fire early today. 
Police reported the blaze was 
of incendiary origin. Four cans 
of acetone, a highly inflam- 


kerosene were found on the 
premises.

The club was reported to have 
closed a half-hour early last 
night, due to poor business. 
The blaze was discovered at 
3:25 am. by Kenneth Ogle, 
5438 Chippewa, who saw a 
small fire in the building, and 
telephoned an alarm. When 
the first fireman reached the 
scene the interior of the one- 
story concrete-block structure 
was a mass of flames. 


A second alarm was turned 
in as flames burst through the 
roof and shot 50 feet into the 
air. The roof collapsed, send- 
ing up showers of sparks and 
causing slight damage to a 
building next door at 5455 
Chippewa. 


Firemen fought the fire for 
more than an hour. When 
members of the police arson 
squad entered the place they 
reported finding &@ jar contain- 
ing kerosene and four cans 
partly filled with inflammable 
liquid. Two of the cans were 
near the entrance and two at 
the rear door. 


.The presence of the cans and 
jar and the speed with which 
the fire developed indicated 
arson, police stated. 

The interior was burned out 
and walls were cracked by the 
heat. Damaged was estimated 
at $12,000 by firemen. More 
than 100 spectators, some in 
night attire, watched the fire. 

The club, which for several 
years has featured name bands 
and nationally known enter- 
tainers, is owned by Joseph C.

Judge Louis Comerford of 
the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, a man with pride and af- 
fection for Missouri, today 
achieved a hearffelt objective:

JUPITER MISSILE 
FIRED IN SIXTH 
SUCCESSFUL TEST 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Aug. 
28 (‘AP)—The Army has taken 
another big step toward mak- 
ing its Jupiter intermediate 
range ballistic missile an oper- 
ational wea 

The tenth Jupiter blasted 
1500 miles across the Atlantic 
last night, After several hours 
the Defense Department an- 
nounced the test was a com- 
plete success. ) 

Six Jupiter daunchings now 
have been considered complete 
successes, including two that 
helped solve the difficult re- 
entry problem at intermediate 
range. 

The 69-foot Jupiter launched 
last night was essentially the 
same as the rocket that will 
be used under tactical condi- 
tions, except that the war- 
head was not armed with a 
nuclear device. 

A semi-operational Jupiter 
will be presented today to the 
first Air Force unit that act- 
tually will be assigned the 
weapon. Brig. Gen. John A. 
Barclay, commander of the 
Army Ballistic Missile Agency, 
will turn the weapon over to 
the Air Force’s 864th Stra- 
tegic Jupiter Squadrqn in cere- 
monies at Redstone Arsenal, 
Huntsville, Ala. 

The 864th will be given ad- 
vanced training with the Jupi- 
ter before the unit is assigned 
overseas, probably on the Euro- 
pean continent. 


30 BELIEVED HURT IN BLAST 


BROWNSVILLE, Tex., Aug.

Russians Claim 


New Altitude 


Mark for Single Stage Rockets 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 28 
(AP) — The Soviet magazine 
USSR says Russia has achieved 


‘+a new altitude record of 294 


miles for single stage rockets. 

The current issue of the 
monthly magazine also claims 
that a new type of rocket 
launched in May 1957 carried 
a payload of 4850 pounds to an 
altitude of 132 miles, and adds: 

“Both instruments and ex- 
perimental dogs were brought 
back safely to earth from that 
height. 

“This launching and similar 
flights made after it mar a 
new advance in the exploration 
of the upper atmosphere.” 

United States scientists were 
reluctant to comment on the 
magazine’s claims. They con- 
ceded that if a single stage 
rocket actually attained 
miles it oe be a record for 
such a venicie. 

The magazine published pic- 
tures of the single stage device 
which it said carried 3350 
pounds to such a height when 
fired last Feb. 21.

CREDITED WITH 
REDUCING POLIO 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
Luck has teamed with the Salk 
vaccine to cut down the number 
of paralytic polio cases in the 
last three ‘years, the National 
Foundation said yesterday. 

The foundation’s annual re- 
port pointed out that through 
the end of last year only 56 
per cent of Americans under 40 
had been vaccinated against 
polio. 

As a result, the report added, 
scientists suspect that part of 
the credit for the decrease in 
polio should go to the coinci- 
dence of “periods of light inci- 
dence” of the disease. 

The report for 1957 of the 
foundation, formerly the Na- 
tional Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis, urged that all Ameri-

“Charter revision is a com- 
plex and important matter,” | 
McNary said. “Unless it is well 
thought out, it may weaken in- | 
stead of strengthen the char- | 
ter. We need a comprehensive | 
program, not a piecemeal ap- | 
proach.” | 
Not Enough Time. 


Both McNary and Council 
Chairman Frank L. Martini. 
previously have expressed 
doubt that there is sufficient 
time for a well-considered study 
of charter changes before the 
November election. Any ordi- 
nance proposing charter 
amendment would have to be 
enacted 35 days before the 
election, or about Oct. 1, thus 
leaving little time for delibera- 
tion by the council. 

Charter changes that were 
drafted last year by members 
of the council and then re- 
viewed by a citizens’ advisory 
committee were studied at an 
executive meeting of the coun- 
cil yesterday. 

Following the meeting, 
Bohrer said he expected bills 
would be introduced to imple- 
ment “about 75 or 80 per cent” 
of the changes. proposed by 
the council. Bohrer and Mar- | 
tini are Republicans; McNary | 
is a Democrat. 

Bohrer said he plans to In- | 
troduce a bill to establish a 
new Department of Revenue 
despite the fact there was “not 
much. favorable reaction” to 


the proposal, the elective of- 
fices of assessor and collector 
would be abolished and their 
duties consolidated in the new 
department with the tax func- 
tions of the county clerk’s of- 
fice. The department would be 
headed by an elected official. 

Other Charter Changes.

Bohrer said proposals to | 
make the coroner's office ap- | 
pointive instead of elective and 
to give the council, rather than | 
voters, authority: to extend the | 
merit system to additional | 
county departments were not 
expected to be submitted to 
the council. 

He said there was “some dis- | 
agreement” over a proposai to 
increase the salaries of council- | 
méen from $1500 to $2500 | 
annually, making it doubtful if 
such a measure would be sub- 
mitted to the council. 

Proposals Grouped. 

Proposals to be put before 
the council are expected to be 
grouped in several propositions 
for submission to voters, Boh- 
rer explained. Changes affect- 
ing fiscal procedure and a 
number of other county depart- 
ments were included in the 
original charter revision pro- 
posal drafted by the council, 

In other action yesterday the 
council was notified that the 
county has been awarded an 
additional grant of $432,570 in 
federal Hill-Burton funds for 
expansion of county hospital 
facilities. 

The grant brings to $856,631 
the amount of federal funds 
received for projects estimated 
to cost $3,755,000. Principal 
project is a new 200-bed hos- 
pital for mentally and chron- 
ically ill patients, to be built 
at an estimated cost of $3,- 
000,000. Bond issue funds 
voted in 1954 and 1955 will 
meet the remainder of the 
cost. 

It was announced that draft- 
ing of architectural plans for 
the new institution will begin 
at once. It will be an annex 
to the existing County Hos- 
pital in Clayton.

Any changes in a plan 
once placed effect must 
provide for acfive steps and 
progress during the period 
of modification, 

“The decision. of the district 
court rested u two basic 
| misconceptions, the Govern- 
ment brief said. “First, as to 
the governing principles laid 
down by this court for deter- 
mining when a delay in carry- 

ing out a sthool desegrega- 
tion plan may be allowed. 
Second, as to the extent to 
which constitutional rights may 
be nullified or impaired be- 
cause of hostile actions taken 
by those opposed to the ex- 
ercise of such rights.” 

Reviewing the philosophy of 
| the earlier Supreme Court de-

cisions, the brief continued: 


“In short, the court made it 
clear that mere popular hostil- 
ity, where it exists, can afford 

‘no legal justification for de- 
priving Negro children of their 
constitutional right. . .. The 
| court indicated that it will not

| nothing would be done to ef- 
| fectuate transition to a non- 
segregated system. 

“On the face of it, the dis-

| “For inherent in that ruling 
is the idea that the constitu- 
tional rights of some citizens 
may be suspended or ignored 
because of the antagonistic 
acts of others. If constitutional 
rights could be so easily 
negated they would amount to 
little. 

“Here, it should be noted, 
there is not the slightest sug- 
gestion that the colored chil- 
/dren did anything to incite 
_violence or disorderly conduct. 
| Because they were colored, 
their mere presence in the 
school led others to engage in 
the conduct which the district 
court thought to be sufficient 
| justification for suspending 
the ehildren’s constitutional 
| rights—rights which can be in- 
| forced only while they are of 
school age, so that any ‘sus- 
'pension’ of their rights is ac- 
tually a permanent and irre- 
trievable deprivation.

The court, which ruled in 
1954 that there must be no 
racial discrimination in public 
schools and in 1955 that United 
States district courts should re- 
quire “a prompt and reasonable 
start” on local desegregation 
programs, received today’s case 
in this manner: 

Last June 21 Judge Lemley 
put off the Little Rock integra- 
tion program until 1961, basing 
his_order on the violence that 
occulved a year ago over the 
entry of nine Negro children 
into the Little Rock Central 
High School. President Eisen- 
hower sent federal troops to 
Little Rock to keep order. 

Last Aug. 18 at St. Louis the 
Eighth United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals upset Judge 
Lemley’s order, but it stayed its 
own decision until the Little 
Rock school board could seek a 
Supreme Court review. 

The N.A.A.C.P. then asked 
Justice Whittaker, a former 
Missourian who is justice for 
the eighth circuit, to vacate the 
stay of the court of, appeals 
and iso to hold up Judge 
Lemley’s order. This would 
permit the Negro pupils to re- 
enter Central High in Septem- 
ber. Warren subsequently 
called the court into session. 

In opposition, the Little Rock 


School Board asked the Su-| 


preme Court to reject the 
N.A.A.C.P. motion and, instead 
accept Judge Lemley’s finding. 
By 1961, the board said, “the 
present highly emotional at- 
mosphere which has proven 
conducive to violence should 
have subsided.” 

The school board argued a 
delay was necessary to estab- 
lish a national policy on school 
desegregation and to permit 
testing of state laws aimed at 
circumventing the Supreme 
Court desegregation decision. 
The board said that in the ab- 
sence of the threat of violence 
perhaps “the people can and 
will find a better understand- 
ing of the nature of the prob- 
lem confronting them and, con- 
sequently, the direction in 
which the solutions lie.” 

If the Supreme Court ac- 
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cepts the motion of the N.A.A. 
C.P. and orders integration at 
Central High this fall, the 
board said, it will do “irrepara- 
ble harm” to the 2000 students 
at Central High and the more 
than 21,000 students in the 
Little Rock school 

The board quoted the opinion 
of Judge Lemley that if Central 
High was opened on an inte- 
grated basis this year “the emo- 
tional pitch of the community, 
resolved into action, would be 
such as to require .troops or 
their equivalent to maintain 
order.” 

If Central was opened as an 
all-white high school, the board 
maintained, there would be no 
interruption to the education 
of any student and Negro stu- 
dents would be spared the 
“predictable mental torment 
and physica] danger that would 
accompany attendance at Cen- 
tral High.” 

The N.A.A.C.P. asked in its 
motion that the Supreme 
Court continue the integration 
program as started last year. 
By the Associated Press. 

The Supreme Court ruling 
on the Little Rock case will 
send repercussions rippling 
out far beyond Arkansas. For 
this is the first case the court 
has accepted which gives it 
the opportunity to clarify what 
it meant when it ordered de- 
segregation of schools “with 
all deliberate speed.” 

The entire Little Rock 
School Board came to Wash- 
ington to watch and listen to 
the proceedings in the Su- 
preme Court chamber. Han- 
dling the board’s case for a 
postponement of integration 
are Attorney Butler and his 
assistant, John H. Haley.

From’ Gov. J. P. Coleman of 
Mississippi came the word:

LONDON, Aug. 28—A per- 
sonal loan plan announced by 


several of Britain's largest 
banks touched off a little fi- 
mancial war yesterday that 


should be of major benefit to 
small borrowers. 


Under the plan announced 
by the Midland Bank, one of 
the Big Five its customers will 
be allowed to borrow sums 
ranging from £50 ($140) to 
£500 ($1400) with little or no 
security. 


The loans can be used for 
payments on cars, household 
appliances, furniture and other 
items, to cover the cost of 
house repairs and fdr other 
purposes. 

The Westminster Bank has 
said that it will introduce a 
similar plan. Barclays, the Na- 
tional Provincial and Lloyds, 
the others of the Big Five, are 
expected to keep in step. 

This system of loans has 
been used by United States 
banks for many years but it 
represents a major departure 
for the traditionally more con- 
servative British banks, 

Credit Squeezes. 

It has not been entirely a 
question of tradition, for some 
of the banks have been con- 
sidering its introduction since 
World War II. In that period, 
however, Britain has under- 
gone a series of economic 
crises and there have been 
government credit squeezes of 
varying severity. 

Up to now the government 
would hardly have looked with 
favor upon any encouragement 
of borrowing. With inflation 
under contro] and indeed with

Threat to Finance Houses. 
The banks’ personal loan 
plans are not in the strict sense 
an installment buying system. 


But since they represent an- 


other means of getting credit 
they are a threat to the finance 


houses, which have been under- — 


writing installment buying. 


These houses are to discuss |. jie vis 
the situation at a meéting next = 


month, and they are expected 
to offer some new inducement 
to installment buyers in order 
to hold onto their business. 

At pres@nt the finance 
houses’ interest charges 
higher and they have security 
in the form of their ability to. 
reclaim goods if installmerit 
payments are not met. 

The banks have another ad- 
vantage in that the interest | 
paid on a bank loan can be de- | 
ducted for income tax pur- 
poses, whereas that paid on in- 
stallment purchases is not de- 
ductible. 

The Midland Bank plan, ef- 
fective Monday, follows United 
States practices on require-| 
ments. It says the loan must 
have “some reasonable rela- 
tion” to the purpose for which 
it is sought, the borrowers’ 
other financial commitments 
and the stability of his job. 

Managers’ Discretion. 

Considerable discretion will 
be left to branch managers, 
and they undoubtedly will be 
governed by their knowledge 
of the character and integrity 
of their customers. 

This personal, factor has al- 
ways played a bigger part in 
British banking than in that 
of the United States and rep- 
utable customers have been 
able to get loans with little or 
no security. However, the Mid- 
land bank was the first in 
Britain to announce a formal 
personal loan plan. 

Earlier, several of the banks 
had made a direct invasion of 
the finance houses field. Bar- 
clays recently bought an in- 
terest in one and Midland is in 
the process of acquiring an- 
other. : 

These moves and the per- 
sonal loan plans seem a direct 
result of the government's re- 
laxation of its restrictions on 
bank credit, Given the oppor- 
tunity, the banks are intent on 
extending their activitfes and

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RED BLOC LAUNCHES NEW 


INTERNATIONAL MAGAZINE 


LONDON, Aug. 28 (AP)—The 
Communist bloc today launched 


'  g@ new international propaganda 


organ to spread the Moscow- 
Peiping line throughout the 
world. 

The main task of the maga- 
zine, Problems of Peace and 
Socialism, is to fight revision- 
ism. It is published in Prague 
in 16 languages. At the same 
time, according to its lead edi- 
orial, it will seek to woo Social- 

ts into united front alliances 
in countries outside the Com- 
munist bloc. 

The paper is the successor 
to the Cominform Journal which 
Soviet party chief Khrushchev 
suppressed in 1056 in his court- 
ship of Yugoslavia's President

At the outset, it should be

Court rested upon two_ basic

hostile actions taken by those 
opposed to the exercise of such 
rights.

tional. The court’s opinion and 
judgment wére announced on 


they may do under the Eighth 
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May 31, 1955. Any analysis of 
the court's opinion must take 
into consideration the argu- 
ments which were made to the 


eourt, some of which were ac- 
cepted and others rejected. 
Essentially, three lines of ar- 
gument weer made to the court 
on question of relief. On the 
one side, the plaintiffs contend- 
ed that there was, no justifica- 
tion, legal or factual, for any 
delay in enforcing their consti- 
tutional right to enter non- 
segregated public schools, and 
that the court should require 
desegregation “forthwith.” On 
the other side, the defendants 
and some of the amici pointed 
out that racial segregation in 
public schools had been in 
existence in more than one- 
third of the states and in the 
District of Columbia for almost 
a century; that during its exis- 
tence it enjoyed the sanction of 
decisions of the court and was 
believed by many people to be 


necessary in order to preserve 
amicable relations between the | 
races; and that school segrega- | 
tion was part of a larger social | 
pattern of racial relationships | 
which reflected the mores and 
folkways prevalent in large) 
areas of the country. They 
contended, therefore, that the 
court should not go beyond its 
declaration of the constitutional 
seca and that it should 
eave implementation of the 
principle to the voluntary con- 
duct of the communities and 
individuals concerned, without 
imposing any limitatiqn as to 
time. The United States, how- 
ever, prposed a middie coruse. 
It suggested that the cases be 
demanded to the lower courts 
with directions to require the 
defendant school boards either 
to admit the plaintiffs forth- 
with to non-segregated public | 
schools or to propose promptly 
for the lower court's consid- 
eration and approval an effec- 
tive plan for accomplishing de- 
segregation as soon as prac- 
ticable. It proposed that the 
defendants should bear the 
burden of proof on the ques- 
tion of whether, and how long, 
an interval of time in carry- 
ing out full desegregation is 
required, and that no program 
shquid receive judicial approval 
unless it called orf an imme- 
diate and substantial start to- 
ward desegregation, in a good- 
faith effort to end segrega- 
tion as soon as feasible. | 


This court unanimously. re- 
jected the two extreme views 
and accepted, in essence, the 
prop@sed middle course. It 
stated explicitly that “the 
courts will require that the de- 
fendants make a prompt and 
reasonable start toward full 
compliance with our May 17, 
1954, ruling.” If additional time 
for carrying out the ruling is 
requested, it added, the “bur- | 
den rests upon the defendants | 
to establish that such time is | 
necessary in the public interest | 
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and is consistent with ne 
faith compliance at the earliest 
practicable date.” The court 
specifically enumerated factors 
which the lower courts might 
consider as justifying the al- 
low of additional time: Prob- 
lems related to administration, 
arising from the physical con- 
dition of the school plant, the 
school transportation system, 
personnel, revision of school 
districts and attendance areas 
into compact units to achieve 
a system of determining admis- 
sion to the public schools on a 
nonracial basis, and revision of 
local laws and _ regulations 
which may be necessary in 
solving the foregoing prob- 
lems.” The factor of eommu- 
nity hostility or opposition to 
desegregation was not included 
in the list. 

In short, the court made it 
clear that mere popular hos- 
tility, where it exists, can af- 
ford no legal justification for 
depriving Negro children of 
their constitutional right. The 
court was explicit in its insist- 
ence that there be “good-faith 
compliance at the earliest prac- 
ticable date.” Where additional 
time was sought, it could be 
allowed only where necessary 
in order “to effectuate a tran- 
sition to a racially non-discrim- 
ininatory school system.” Ad- 
ditional time, where permitted, 
must be for the purpose of en- 
abling the authorities to take 
necessary constructive meas- | 
ures — measures looking to- 
wards full compliance. The 
court thus indicated that it: 
will not countenance delay as | 
a mere interlude during which | 
little or nothing would be done | 
to effectuate transition to a 
non-segregated system. | 

(B) On the face of it, the | 
District Court's decision in the | 
present case rests on the con- | 
sideration of factors which this 
court ruled out as inadmissible. | 

The Little Rock plan of 
school desegregation was care- 
fully worked out over a period 
of three years. Under the plan, 
complete desegregation was not | 
to be effected until 1963. Pre- |

| (UPI)—Alaska is about to be- 
come the forty-ninth state, but 
what about the flag? 

| No one has decided officially 
how to go about putting a forty- 

|ninth star in Old Glory. 

| The decision has been de- 
‘layed even though the Alaska 
statehood bill cleared Congress 
last June 30 and there never 
was any doubt about outcome 
of special referendum in the 

| territory. 

Alaska voters overwhelm- 
ingly approved statehood Tues- 
day. All that is needed is a 
proclamation by President. Eis- 
_enhower to make the northern 

| territory the forty-ninth state 
of the Union. 

The new flag however won't 

be unfurled until July 4, 1959. 
Several suggestions have 
been advanced for adding ‘the 
forty-ninth star. Some histori- 
ans said Congress should ap- 
point a commission to re-de- 
sign the flag. Others main- 
tained this is a presidential 
prerogative. 
| The armed services insist 
that because of their sentimen- 
tal interest in the flag they 
should do the rearranging. 
Joint Effort Likely. 

The final decision on how to 
make room for the extra star 
probably will be a joint effort.

A bill introduced by Repre- 
sentative Emanuel Celler 
(Dem.), New York, late in the 
last session was meant to elar- 
ify the law and procedure re- 
lating to the design and di- 
mensions of the United States 
flag.

Watermelons are as closely 
associated with outings as ham 
is with eggs. They are cheap 
in any size that you may re- 
quire. Bananas, another picnic 
item, also are inexpensive. 


Homegrown cantaloupes are 
rugged in appearance and 
should be used within a day 
or two after they are pur- 
chased, but they are much 
more reasonably priced than 
the more handsome melons 
which are being shipped in 
from other states. Honeydews 
have become rather scarce, and 
consequently are in the luxury 
bracket. 

Most of the apples now in 
the markets are of the cooking 
varieties, and very flavorful 
they are.

That handsome Company 
Barbcued Steak pictured 
above was marinated in a 
piquant mixture of wine vin- 
egar, honey, herbs and instant 
minced onion for several hours; 
the marinade was then used to 
baste the steak. 


Company Barbecued Steak. 
One-third cup. wine vinegar. 
Three tablespoons salad oil. 
One tablespoon instant 
minced onion OR one-fourth 
cup finely chopped raw onion. 

One-eighth teaspoon garlic 
powder OR one clove garlic, 
crushed. 

One-fourth teaspoon pow- 
dered rosemary. 

One-fourth teaspoon pow- 

oregano. 

One-fourth teaspoon dried 
dill weed. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon paprika. 

Two tablespoons honey or 
brown sugar. 

Two to two and one-half 
pounds thick steak for barbe- 
cuing. 

One tablespoon butter or 
margarine. 

Two tablespoons 
chopped parsley. 

Combine vinegar, oil, instant 
onion, garlic, herbs, salt, pap- 
rika and honey; pour over 
steak. Marinate several hours 
or overnight, turning meat sev- 
eral times. 

Remove steak from mari- 
nade; drain. Broil over hot 
coals, basting frequently with 
remaining marinade. As steak 
comes from the grill, top with 
butter and sprinkle with 
minced parsley. 

The steak shown above was 
garnished with avocado and 
lemon slices.

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Reassurance Intended 


President Eisenhower used this week's 
press conference to reassure the nation about 
its defenses. He said that it would be silly 
to say the United States could be defeated 
by a “first blow” nuclear attack, and that he 
could see no evidence of a “missile gap” be- 
tween this country and Russia. 

‘Without doubt the American people want 
reassurance. They want reassurance because 
military experts and Senators have particu- 
larly questioned the adequacy of our de- 
fenses at just the point where Mr. Eisen- 
hower says they are adequate—in the missiles 
program. 

For example, Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phil- 
lips, Post-Dispatch military analyst, recently 
reported that Pentagon experts see a period 
two to four years ahead when Russia will 
have 20 times as many ballistic missiles as 
the United States. That is a warning from 
military experts. For laymen, the main warn- 
ing still lies in the fact that Russia could fire 
aloft an earth satellite nearly 100 times 
heavier than any American satellite. — 

The public still must hope for an explana- 
tion of these warnings, if our missiles pro- 
fram is to be considered adequate. And if 
that program is not adequate, then the only 
possible reassurance for the nation will lie 
in a more concentrated military effort.

Speaking of the latest threat to peace, in 
the Pacific, the President stated that the Chi- 
nese islands of Quemoy and Matsu have as- 
sumed increased strategic importance. He 
explained that one third of Chiang Kai-shek’s 
troops are now deployed there, close to Com- 
munist coastal guns. 

Another way of saying this is that Chiang 
has been permitted to give the islands an 
importance they do not really have in the de- 
fense of Formosa. The Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
who four years ago were divided on the issue, 
are now reported cool to the idea of using 
Ameriean forces to defend Quemoy and Mat- 
su. If defense is not justified in military 
terms, could it be justified at all in terms of 
risking war? 

Rather than consider such risks, the United 
States might long ago have brought the 
coastal islands to tHe attention of the United 
Nations Assembly. An inconclusive and uni- 
lateral policy of supporting the defense of 
two tiny Chinese islands has attracted little 
international interest, much less support. 
Here is another area in which the U.N. might 
demonstrate its increasing vigor in substitut- 
ing international settlement for military 
hostilities. 

* . * 

Finally, on the foremost domestic issue of 
the times, the President chose the day before 
the Supreme Court’s emergency session on 
the Little Rock case to admit he believes the 
pace of integration should be slower. The 
issue is not whether integration should go 
slower. It is whether integration should go 
ahead at all in the Deep South. 

Mr. Eisenhower heretofore has refrained 
from saying anything for or against integra- 
tion, assuming that position in order to en- 
force the law. What he has sai now can 
only encourage Southern obstructionists; it 
will handieap enforcement of the integration 
law and court orders. : 

The Justice Department has finally en- 
tered the Little Rock case with a brief ‘op- 
posing a delay in integration. But the depart- 
ment is only acting at the invitation (“com- 
mand,” as the President put it) of the Su- 
preme Court. Why should the Administra- 
tion have been so reluctant to use its law 
enforcement arm to enforce federal law in 
a domestic crisis? | 

Integration is not a subject for Administra- 
tion neutrality. It is a critical issue calling 
for strong ite House leadership. 


W ater and the Freeholders 


A rather compelling dollars and cents case 
for public ownership of the privately-operated 
St. Louis County Water Co. has been made 
before the Metropolitan Freeholders. Wheth- 
er this is exactly relevant to the work of the 
Freeholders is another question. 

The public ownership argument, offered by 
Carroll J. Donohue, a former president of 
the Bar Association of St. Louis, is based 
largely on the fact that about 25 per cent of 
County Water’s gross income is paid out in 
taxes. About half the taxes go to the Federal 
Government and a substantial part of the re- 
mainder to the state. Under public owner- 
ship, most of thesg taxes would be avoided 
with resulting savings to consumers. Coynty 
Water's customers pay on the average about 
three time as much as do those served by 
the publicly-owned St. Louis system. 

Now that County Water has begun to ¢atch 
up with the growth of the county, however, 
water is not a high-priority metropolitan 
problem. The real metropolitan problems are 
traffic, transit, planning, industrial promo- 
tion, sewers, civil defense and property as- 
sessment, to name those identified by the 
Metropolitan St. Louis Survey. Those problems 
must be solved if the St. Louis area is to 
grow. 

This is not to say that the water question 
ought to be ignored. The Freeholders surely 
ought to provide their government with power 
to own and operate an area-wide water system 
when and if the elected representatives of 
the people see the need for such action. All 
that is necessary is that the power be there 
if needed. f . 


Big E Goes to the Scrap Yard 

Obsolete and unwanted, the Enterprise, 
best known and most battle-scarred of the 
Navy’s: airplane carriers in World War Il, 
has been towed off to the ship breaker's 
yard. The public campaign to convert her into 
a shrine like the famous old frigate, Consti- 
tution, fell flat. Time and lack of interest in 
naval tradition and history have accomplished 
what the enemy failed to do in four years 
of desperate and costly effort. It is a melan- 
choly end for a great fighting ship. 

The Big E, as she was affectionately known, 
participated in 20 of the 22 major naval en- 
gagements of the Pacific. She was the heart 
of the fleet when the war was going badly 
for the United States. When she was the 
only American carrier in the Pacific her crew 
proclaimed it was the Enterprise against 
Japan and steamed her into the battle of 
Guadalcanal.

It is shocking first to realize that the vio- 
lence was so widespread. Second, it is if any- 
thing more shocking that so many shootings 
and beatings went unpunished. 

The testimony of Bryan A. Foster may be 
taken as more or less typical. Manager and 
vice president of the Allen Cab Co., Mr. Fos- 
ter said that the 129 drivers of his company 
voted overwhelmingly for representation by 
an independent union, the United Chauffeurs 
Association. This did not sit well with Local 
688, as the cab official told it. His place was 
picketed and for the next six months violence 
was the rule. Cabs were shot up and burned. 
Stench bombs were thrown. Ten bullets 
struck a cab carrying two women and a 
child, he said, and it was a miracle that they 
were not injured. 

Miss Mary Lou Bledsoe, a secretary, said 
her role was that of a decoy, operating for 
the Teamsters local. She told of violence and 
damage to cabs, the windows smashed 
with tire chains. Why had she not testi- 
fied at the trial of the ruffians? “Because of 
threats in the courtroom,” she told Senator 
McClellan of Arkansas.and his colleagues in 
this overdue inquiry. 

This intimidation makes it the more regret- 
table that the House failed so narrowly to 
pass the Kennedy-Ives labor bill. That meas- 
ure’ was a compromise effort, but there was 
much of good in it and it would have been a 
worthwhile start in policing rackets-ridden 
unions. Since the issue will arise again, let 
the Senate committee be even the more reso- 
lute in digging out all the ugly facts about 
labor hoodlumism. 

Locally this question must be asked: Why 
were not more of these acts of violence and 
intimidations prosecuted and punished? 


New Control on Purse-Strings 


Fiscal controls which will enable Congress 
to keep an eye on long-range appropriations 
are now the law. The measure, recommended 
by the second Hoover Commission on Organi- 
zation of the Executive Branch of the Govern- 
ment, has been passed by both houses and 
signed by President Eisenhower. 

It is a measure designed to bolster fiscal 
control, and we hope therefore that those 
who opposed it will join those who favored 
it in Congress in a combined effort to make 
it work well. The new method had impressive 
backing. It was favored by two of the fore- 
most professional organizations of fiscal spe- 
cialists, the American Institute of Accountants 
and the Controllers Institute. 


As things stood, Congress lost control of 
long-range appropriations once the fund had 
been voted. Many funds were thus carried 
over from year to year and, lacking congres- 
sional review, were transferred by executive 
act to purposes other than those for which 
Congress appropriated them. These carry- 
over funds were recently estimated at $70,- 
000,000,000, or roughly as much as the fiscal 
1958 budget. 


Carryover funds will now be reviewed an- 
nually. That would seem to be the sensible 
way to do it in theory. A sincere effort is 
wanted to show that it is also the improve- 
ment it should be in practice.

Quite a fuss has been stirred up in certain 
circles by a recent Department of Agriculture 
report stating that 51 per cent of the men of 
the United States sleep in pajamas. The de- 
partment now is more or less flooded with 
requests for information as to the sleeping 
attire of the other 49 per cent. 

That, so far as we are concerned, is a ques- 
tion which no free American need answer. If 
a Government question-asker approaches him, 
he may plead the First, Fifth, Fourteenth, 
Fifteenth or any other Amendment, and more 
power to him. 

We are much more interested in another 
question raised by this pajama game. Accord- 
ing to the Department of Agriculture, 75 per 
cent of college graduates wear the two-piece 
conmbinations while they are favored by only 
47 per cent of those who did not progress be- 
yond grammar school.

Just how does 
a college degree, suitably proclaimed on 
parchment, or the lack of it influence a man’s 
ideas of what is high style in bed?

Advice From a Veteran Editor 


Mark F. Ethridge, publisher of the Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal, gave the 300 university 
teachers of journalism, assembled at the 
Univergity of Missouri this week, a lot to 
think about when they go back to their class- 
rooms over the country next month. 

Speaking before the annual convention of 
the Association for Education in Journalism, 
the widely esteemed Kentucky newspaper 
man said that, in his opinion; journalism 
schools ought to place more emphasis on

British View of Earl Warren Who Presided Over Unusual Little Rock Session 


A Profile 
in The London Observer 


In America the Chief Justice who 
resides over the Supreme Court 
oliows only the President in pop- 

ular estimation. He is appointed and 
not elected. He makes few speeches, 
gives no press conferences and con- 


’ trols a small and almost private bu- 


reaucracy. He works shut away from 
the excitements and ambitions of 
American politics in a book-lined 
world. His office is revered as if it 
were a sacred one. Lord Bryce de- 
scribed the Chief 
Justice. of the 
United States as

administrators. Both Congress and 
President are required, in a manner 
unknown to the British Crown and 
Parliament, to conform to that high- 
e rlaw which is the Constitution. If is 
the function of the Supreme Court 
to police this conformity, and its 
major decisions can be overthrown 
only by the agonizing and instinctive- 
ly disliked process of involving the 
whole country in the amending of 
the Constitution. 

In this tremendous court the Chief 
Justice has three clear functions. He 
presides in open session and usually 
takes the lead in checking and cross 
examining the. advocates. He is its 
public face, and the Supreme Court 
will invariably be judged by public 
opinion under his name. 


Role of Chief Justice 


He presides over the private con- 
ferences of judges which, by a sim- 
ple majority vote,,decide what cases 
to call before the court and its ver- 
dict on the cases that have been 
argued before it. — 

It is usually the Chief Justice who, 
from the head of the table, first gives 
his opinion on a case that has been 
argued. Opinions are then given 
by the eight Associate Justices in the 
order of seniority. After discussion, 
the conference votes, starting with 
the most junior judge, but the Chief 
Justice, by speaking first, is in a 
position to wield great influence.

Since then he has become the 
quiet center of a wild political con- 
troversy and has assured himself of 
a place in history alongside the 
greatest and most creative of Amer- 
ica’s judges. 

His grandfather‘s name was Halvar 
Varran. His father was born in 
Norway, his mother in Sweden. In 
America his father suffered for a 
time the grinding poverty which led 
him to impose a Spartan austerity 
on himself, though not on his chil- 
dren. He ended as a master car re- 
pairer in California for the Southern 
Pacifie railway. 

At the University of California, 
where Earl Warren was an average 
and rather light-hearted student, his 
father paid the tuition fees and in- 
sisted on his son saving what he 
earned, in the American manner, in 
his spare time. 

With a law degree, Warren went 
into private practice which merged 
into politics. At the age of 35, he 
became District Attorney for Ala- 
meda county. He married a young 
widow with a six-year-old son. He 
now has two sons of his own and 
three extravagantly photogenic 
daughters. 

He was elected Attorney-General 
for California in 1939 and Governor 


of the state four years later. He 


was twice re-elected Governor, the 
last time with a landslide majority 
of a mitlion and the nomination of 
both the Republican and Democratic 
parties. He was popular without seem- 
ing to seek popularity. He ignored 
the pressure groups. He cleansed 
the waterfront unions. He increased 
oil and petrol taxes—a brave thing 
in California. 

He signed some 10,000 bills and 
vetoed 1500 and none of his acts was 
declared unconstitutional. He pre- 
sided over the maturing of Amer- 
ica’s fastest growing and third larg- 
est state. 

On the Supreme Court he has 
emerged as a statesman lawyer and 
has somehow given a new coherence 


and eharacter to the liberal ma- 
jority. President Eisenhower chose 
him for his middle-of-the-road qua)l- 
ities—qualities which can seem dan- 
erously radical to many Americans. 
n after his appointment, he de- 
livered, with unanimous approval, 
the famous decision against segrega- 
tion in schools. ° 


At the end of the 1956-57 term 
came a group of most controversial 
decisions, including those which 
freed five convicted Communists and 
released a mgn accused of contempt 
of Congress ause he chose to re- 
main silent about his friends. These 
decisions amounted to a restoration 
of a lost preoccupation in American 
public life with the awkward but 
undeniable personal rights of the 
individual. 


Many politicians were shocked and 
angered. The court has been attack- 
ed as Jewish, as Communist, as un- 
American. To many Southerners 
and to Northern illiberals, Warren 
has become a sinister, subversive 
and usurping figure. 


Precedent must always be second- 
ary to the continual rereading of the 
Constitution and its amendments. 
This is a court that has many times 
overruled itself in 
the continuous at- 
tempt to achieve 
the perfection 
sought by the 
Founding Fathers. 

Chief Justice 
Warren has 
brought back to 
the court a con- 
cern for the let- 
ter and spirit of 
the Bill of Rights 
at a time when 
this was peculiarly necessary. In 
the years after the war, the court 
under Chief Justice Vinson, acqui- 
esced in a partial neglect of the 


rights of individuals under the 


threat, real or imaginary, of domes- 
tic subversion and foreign dangers. 

The courage and decision were not 
Warren's alone. The whole Supreme 
Court bears in law an equal respon- 
sibility, but there is no doubt of the 


name to whom history -will accord 


the honor.

MONTREAL, Aug. 28 (AP)— 
The International Congress of 
Genetics ended last night with 
delegates from 47 nations 
unanimously passing a resolu- 
tion warning that atomic radia- 
tion may be harmful to this 
and future generations. 

The resolution expressed the 
geneticists’ concern over in- 
creasing radiation levels from 
medical, industrial and mili- 
tary sources. It was backed 
by United States and Canadian 
scientists 

The nine-man Russian dele- 
gation criticized the resolution 
as too mild but finally voted 
for it. A Seviet statement | 
urged the geneticists to come 
out for elimination of atomic 
tests and a bar on nuclear 
weapons. 

A total of 27 Soviet scien- 
tists had been expected at the 
congress, but only nine showed | 
up. Among the missing Rus- 
sians were geneticists who 
opposed the Lysenko theory | 
that environment can change 
man’s inherited characteristics. 
This theory, a favorite in Stal- 
in’s time, has been generally 
discounted by Western geneti- 
cists. 

The congress's permanent in- 
ternational committee voted to 
express its “deepest sympathy 
and send its warmest regards 
to all scientists who may have 
been prevented from attending 
by their governments.”

Will Offer Teaching, Treat- 
ment Program—Says Neu- 
roses Are Misunderstood. 


Neuroses in children often 
have been mistaken for naugh- 
tiness, and prompted punish- 
ment instead of treatment. Dr. 
Elwyn J. Anthony, Washington 
University’s newly appointed 


first professor of child psychia- 
try said today. 


Dr. Anthony arrived with his 
family from London Tuesday 
night, and has begun his task 
of planning a comprehensive 
program of treatment, research 
and instruction in child psy- 


_chitary. The program is be- 


lieved to be the first of its 
kind in the United States. 

He recently was appointed 
the first Blanche F. Ittleson 
professor of child Psychiatry 
at the university's School of 
Medicine, said to be the first 
endowed chair of child psy- 
chiatry ever established 
where. 

Various explanations 
been offered for the greater 
emphasis that developed in 
treating the emotionally dis. 
turbed adult, as compared 
with children, Dr. Anthony 
said. Contributing factors seen 
by him include growups’ pre- 
occupation with adult affairs, 
and the inclination ‘“‘to put our 


childhood, and its concerns. 
behind us.” 


The psychiatrist said that 
since the announcement of his 
appointment, he has received 
inquiries from trained person- | 
nel in England, Canada and 
the United States who are in- | 
terested in Dr. Anthony's 
plans for the new department. 


This is encouraging, he said. 
because an immediate task 
confronting him is organiza- | 
tion of a staff for research | 
and treatment in child psychi- | 
atry. It is his hope, he said, 
to have emotionally disturbed 
children from a large area re- 
ferred to his department. 


“To find out about disturb- 
ances, one needs as many chil- 
dren as possible,” he said. 

Dr. Anthony will have gen- 
eral supervision of the univer- 
sity’s Community Guidance 
Clinic, which helps children 
with emotional problems; its 
Child Evaluation Clinic, the 
outpatient psychiatric unit at 
St. Louis Children’s Hospital, 
and the newly established 20- 
bed in-patient psychiatric treaf- 
ment center for children at 
Jewish Hospital. 

The psychiatrist, 42 years 
old, is married and has four

PALO ALTO, Calif., Aug. 28 
‘AP)—Dr. Ernest O. Lawrence, | 
nuclear fission pioneer and 
Nobel Prize winner, died last 
night after surgery at Palo 
Alto Hospital. He was 57 years 


old 
Dr. Lawrence had suffered 
from ulcerative colitis for 


years, his doctor said. 
The director of the Univer- 


sity of California's radiation | | 


laboratory had attended the in-~| 
ternational conference on sci- 
entific detection of nuclear ex- 
plosions in Geneva,.but was 
forced by illness to fly home 
last month. 

Dr. Lawrence invented the 
atom-shattering cyclotron in 
1930. His first one cost $25. 

He built one of the world's 
great scientific laboratories 
around his cyclotrons on the 
university's Berkeley campus. 
The instruments played a key 
role in developing the first 
nuclear bomb, producing the 
first uranium 235. 

From the laboratory, which 
Lawrence has directed since 
1936, came numerous discov- 
eries of the nature of matter, 
new substances to fight disease 
and promote agriculture, sci- | 
ence and industry. | 

“On the basis of a dream he 
had, we went ahead with a 
$100,000,000 construction pro- 
gram,” said Maj. Gen. Leslie 
R. Groves, Manhattan project 
director, who presented the 
Medal of Merit to Dr. Law- 
rence in 1946. The Manhattan 
project produced the first A- 
bomb 


Dr, Lawrence won the Nobel 
prize in physics in 1939 for his 
cyclotron discovery. Other hon- 
ors included the Comstock 


_Medal of the National Acade- 


my of Sciences, the highest 
scientific honor in this coun- | 
try; the Hughes Medal of Eng- | 
land’s Royal Society; Honorary | 
membership in the Soviet Rus- 
sian Academy of Sciences, and 
the Copernican Citation, for | 
organizing “the greatest con- | 
temporary school of nuclear! 
physics.” 

Last March President Eisen- 
hower awarded him West 
Point's first Sylvanus Thayer 
Award for service to the na- 
tion. 

Dr. Lawrence was born in 
Canton, S.D., Aug. 8, 1901. the 
son of Carl Gustavus Law- 
rence, a teacher, and Gunda 
Jacobson Lawrence, daughter 
of a pioneer Norwegian immi- 
grant. 

A boyhood interest in crystal 
set radios led him into physics. | 
the University of 
South Dakota's first radio sta- 
tion and was graduated from 
that school in 1922. He took a 
master’s degree at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota and his 
doctorate at Yale. 
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assistant professor of physics 
at Yale and moved in 1928 to 
the University of California, 
where a year later he con- 
ceived the idea of the cyclo- 
tron. 

He married Mary Blumer, 
daughter of Dr. George Blumer 
of Yale Medical School, in 
1932. Mrs. Lawrence and six 
children survive.

Until now—by law—FNMA | 
had to pay par, or 100, for spe- 
cial assistance mortgages. The 
law expired Aug. 7 and a pro- 


vision to continue this require- | 


ment died when Congress 
failed to pass a new housing 
bill. 
Variety of Aids. 

FNMA’s special assistance 
programs include a wide vari- 
ety of aids for particular types 
of housing, ranging from urban 
renewal to housing for victims 
of major disasters. Officials 
said the biggest component is 


low and moderate priced hous- | 
ing, where FNMA has made | 


commitments to buy more than 
$800,000,000 worth of mort- 
gages since April |. 

The FNMA intention’ to 
issue a new price schedule was 
announced yesterday at the 
White House. At the same 
time President Eisenhower re- 
leased $100,000.000 for use in 
slum clearance and other urban 
projects. 

FNMA, under its special as- 
sistance function, buys Federal 
Housing Administration or Vet- 
erans Administration-guaran- 
teed mortgages covering the 
special programs. 

The FNMA price changes 
were described as placing the 
federal agency's prices more

value of the mortgages.

Prices to be paid for multi- 
family housing mortgages are 
9912 for 5 per cent mortgages, 
99 for 4% per cent mortgages 
and 100 for the 4% per cent 
mortgages insured ‘by FHA 
with Defense Department 
backing under the Capehart 
armed services housing law.

Tan. Backwoods” How to Feed the Kids While Traveling 


Grocery Store Is the Answer, Says Voice-of-Experience Pop—Delaying Tactics Play Their Part 


Region in Ozarks 


THE TRUE BACKWOODS COUNTRY of the Ozark 
highland shrinks steadily as roads and power lines pene- 
trate the deepest hollows. Yet the territory that lies 
south and west of Current river from where we camped 
at the Log Yard Hole is 
rugged in the extreme. It 
stretches away toward 
Thorny mountain and the 
headwaters of Rogers 
creek; and the few fam- 
ilies who live here have 
almost no access to the 
outside world except by 
river. Some of these 
families have emall deed- 
ed plots of land but some 
live on land owned by 
the state and all run 
their livestock out in the 
forest on open range. 

The youngsters from 
these families have, in 
years past, attended the 
little one-room Cardareva 
School which is on the 
north side of the river. 
They came to school by 
boat, crossing over and 
poling up or down, depending on where they lived. Now 
‘tthe Cardareva School is being closed in the consolidation 
program and the problem of getting these children to 
school is a difficult one. The nearest highway with «a 
school bus lies miles away and to build all-weather roads 
into these steep hollows to reach isolated homesteads 
that are actually only temporary would be costly. What 
the eventual solution will be is not quite clear. But it is 
plain that the Ozarks still have some true backwoods 
eountry. 

We did not have an excessively long rua 

te make on the second day of our float trip, se 

made a leisurely chore of breaking camp and 

loading the boats te go down river. The Cher- 
bonniers were away first, for they wanted te stop 

and live-balt as they went along se that young 

Peter would have a better opportunity te catch 

some fish. And as things turned out, he ended 

up with the biggest fish of the trip, as well as 

the mest. The big one we called his “bragging 

fish.” 


> THE SUN HAD CLIMBED HIGH by the time Ginnie 
and I had our canoe loaded, pointing up the chief dis- 
advantage of camping on a big open gravel bar like the 
ene at the Log Yard. Yet this always has to be weighed 
against what ts available and such matters as the supply 
ef firewood and having plenty of room for a large party 
and being free of mosquitoes. 

Once we were on the river, however, the temperature 
seemed to moderate and we could spend a good part of 
the time fishing the shady bank. Now and then we would 
catch up with the Cherbonniers, tied up in a cool spot 
under a towering bluff, and would stop to report on what 
luck we'd had and on any unusual birds or wildflowers 
we had seen. 

There are signs along the river that summer will 
soon be ended. Several times we put emall bands of 
ducks to flight, although these were generally in family 
sived groups and were probably biue-winged teal that 
raised here on the river. When we stopped for lunch 
a female wood duck came fiying upstream and identified 
herself beyond doubt by alighting well up in a tree on the 
far side of the river. 

Often in mid-August, the afternoons are loud with 
the song of the cicadas, but this seems to be an off-season 
for them. Along the river bank, however, In cool moist 
situations, we found the cardinal lobelia in bloom. This 
is one of the most beautiful of all our Missouri wildfilow- 
ers, standing three feet tall and with brilliant flower 
heads that contain many biossoms. 

Along toward mid-afternoon on this day we saw and 
heard three birds that were new to us on the Current. 
At firet I thought they might be migrating plovers, but 
their forked tails identified them as terns, and a little 
study through the binoculars showed them to be biack 
terns which were changing into winter plumage. This 
is @ smaller species than the common tern which also 
migrates through Missouri—and the Diack tern occassion- 
ally nests in the northern part of our state. 


Still later In the afternoon we hed a very un- 
usual experience with an osprey which I at first 
thought might be an tmmatere bald eagle. The 
reasen for this was that the bird was perched on 
e large stump not more than a Gozen feet high 
at the river's edge and did not fy as we came ped- 
dling past it. Moreover, our noses told us there 
wes some sort of carrion close by—and the eagle 
is more apt te be a carrion-feeder than the osprey 
which ts a wonderfal fisherman. 


WE BEACHED AS SOON at we were out of sight and 
unlimbered the movie camera,.on its gun stock and made 
a long Getour upstream to come out sbove the big bird. 
Tt let me come te within 39 feet. then took wing end 
circled out across the river but alighted again just be-

Emotional N on-Support 


WHEN A WOMAN MARRIES, she becomes legally en- 
titled to financial support from her husband. If he fails 
to support her financially when he’s able to do so, it’s a 
serious offense. He can even be sent to jail. The public 
doesn’t approve of a husband who’s guilty of non-support. 

But many a wife is guilty of non-suport of her husband 
in a way that’s almost equally serious; I’m speaking of 
emotional non-support. I have written about this before, 
and Mrs. W. wants a bill of particulars. 


“You wrote that emotional support was one 
of the things a man has a right to expect in mar- 
riage and that a woman is obliged to give,” she 
reminds me.

7 CONTINUAL ADVERSE CRITICISM, belittling and 
deprecating. 

+ DISCUSSION OF FAULTS with outsiders. (I’m afraid 
women are open to some complaint on this point, Mrs. W. 
It is popularly agreed that they are all too ready to talk 
of their husbands’ deficiencies over the bridge table. It 
isn’t helpful!) 

* WHEN YOUR HUSBAND confesses something to you, 
in a moment of trust or expansiveness, you later use this 
over him as a club—a polite sort of blackmail!

FAILURE to give emotional response. 

Check yourself on those points, Mrs. W. Are you living 
up to your responsibilities and opportunities in all of 
them?

There she saw a red, white 
and blue baton, the kind you 
can buy in a dime store. She 
wanted it. She got it. She took 
it home and promptly forgot 
it. But the die had been cast. 

A year later, Beverly was 
taking dancing lessons and the 
teacher happened to be fond 
of baton twirling.

Right after that, in Chicago, 
she had to leave a competition 
for the first time in her brief 
career, She collapsed in the 
middle of her performance and 
had -to be carried from the 
floor. The diagnosis was ap- 
pendicitis and she was rushed 
back to St. Louis where she un- 
derwent an operation July 23. 

The rest of the summer she 
is taking it easy, but soon she'll 
be back in rigorous rehearsals 
for whatever competitions are 
on the schedule.

Words, Wit »

CAN YOU TELL ME,” asks 
Mrs. Lauretta McMeekin of 
Antigo, Wis., “how the word 
‘program’ came to be mispro- 
nounced as ‘progrum’? I have 
checked in the Webster’s un- 
abridged dictionary and find it 
given with a short ‘a’ for the 
final syllable—‘gram.’ No other 
pronunciation is given, yet 
teachers and other educated 
people use what I would call 
the colloquial form. To me it 
would be just as correct or as 
good English to say ‘singin’ for 
‘singing’—in other words to 
drop the ‘g’ on any word end- 
ing in ‘ing.’ Will you give me 
your views on this?” 

Gladly. Your difficulty stems 
chiefly from the fact that the 
dictionary you referred to for 
guidiance is now about 20 years 
out of date. If you will check 
recent printings of any of the 
standard dictionaries ‘(Mer- 
riam-Webster Collegiate, 
American College Dictionary or 
World Webster, College Edi- 
tion) you will find that each 
enters the pronunciation 
PROH-grum as an acceptable 
alternative to PROH- gram 
when the word is used as a 
noun. When “program” is used 
as a verb (“Bernstein pro- 
grammed the Beethoven 
Fifth”), the short “a” sound is 
still mandatory. 


In entering the alternate 
pronunciation for the noun 
dictionary editors are simply 
recognizing one of the facts 
of life. Whether purists like 
it or not, a substantial per- 
centage of literate, well- 
educated Americans say 
“PROH-grum.” Since today’s 
dictionaries record rather 
than prescribe usage, this 
second pronunciation must 
be given, 


As to the pronunciation of 
“.ing,” there can be no ques- 


tion that the terminal “g” 
must be articulated in all 
formal speaking. However, 


here too speech experts note 
that “the ‘-in’ pronunciation is 
occasionally heard in the in- 
formal speech of the cultivated 
in all parts of the United 
States and Canada—most fre- 
quently in the South.” 

Thanks to the efforts of 
speech teachers (I can still hear 
mine years ago saying “Sound 
your I-N-G’s”) the careless 
slurring or dropping of the 
“gs” is less common than it 
used to be. Certainly anyone 
preparing for a platform 
speech or a radio appearance 
will do well to articulate this 
final “g” carefully.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Stepped-Up Aid 


EN ROUTE TO BRUSSELS, Aug. 28. 

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER has suggested a far-reach- 
ing three-point plan to bolster the non-Communist world’s 
economic position. It is spoken of as the way to meet Rus- 
sia’s stepped-up aid to underdeveloped and uncommitted 
eountries. 

I wish we could do things because we think they are 
right without regard to what Russia may be doing. I wish 
we could take the initiative more than we do. Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s suggestion would be an excellent plan if Russia 
were doing nothing in this area. 


If this plan goes through it will increase the 
working capital of the International Bank for Re- 
construction and Development. It will increase the 
capital quotas and, therefore, the working funds 
of the International Monetary Fund. It also will 
create a new international development associ- 
ation, which will foster the economic development 
and growth of the underdeveloped countries of 
the world. 


This plan evidently has been suggested to meet the 
eommitments we may be asked to make in the Middle East 
and other areas of the world, and it seems to me to be an 
essential plan to put forward at this time. 


THE CONTESTS for Governor and Senator in New 
York State this fall promise to be very lively. Nelson A. 
Rockefeller, candidate for Governor, was instrumental in 
choosing Representative Kenneth B. Keating of Rochester 
to run for the Senate, and this GOP ticket must be attrac- 
tive to the Republican party as a whole. Gov. Averell Har- 
riman will have Manhattan District Attorney Frank §&. 
Hogan as a running mate. So with both parties having 
their candidates chosen by the party leaders there should 
be on both sides machine support for the candidates. 


I should think the campaign in New York 
State will be waged energetically this year, since 
both parties will feel they must work hard for the 
election. The independent vote is growing, and 
there is little doubt in my mind that one has te 
count on persuading many people during the cam- 
paign as to where one stands, for traditionally 
party voting cannot be counted on today in the 
way it was in the past. 


I WANT TO BE a little frivolous and say that I have 
been scanning the newspapers tor pictures of the new fash- 
ions. All I can say, though, is that it is very important for 
each and every one of us if we are slim to stay slim, and if 
we are not slim to go right on a diet.

AT SOME TIME in the his- 
tory of cooking a chef was in- 
spired with the idea that some- 
thing could be done to im- 
prove the pot liquor in which 
food was boiled, or the juices 
which dripped from joints of 
meat. At~ that moment the 
sauce was born and a whole 
new field of gastronomic pos- 
sibilit‘es opened up. 

Unfortunately, the mention 
of sauces to Birdie the Bride, 
and too many like her, brings 
nothing to mind but white 
sauce, often known as cream 
sauce; a good sauce in its 
place, but one which can be 
and too often is overdone. The 
minute Birdie learns to make 
a cream sauce. Friend Hus- 
band is in for it. 

At the same time, one 
doesn’t expect Birdie to oper- 
ate like a chef who has at 
hand the stocks used in major 
and minor sauces, as they are 
called, and who is prepared at 
a moment's notice to turn out 
a jambon saute madere, for 
which a day’s preparation and 
cooking is required, just to 
make the stock. 

But it would be well for her 
to know something about other 
other sauces besides cream 
sauce, and the various dishes 
which they may enhance. Also, 
before getting too deep in the 
subject, she*should learn some- 
thing about the three kinds of 
roux which are universally 
called for in sauce recipes, 
and which are used to thicken 
the three major types of 
sauces white, blond and brown. 

A white roux is made as 
follows: Melt butter in a pan 
over low heat. Add an equal 
amount of flour and cook slow- 
ly, stirring constantly until it 
ceases bubbling and begins to 
thin. Cook no more. 

Biond roux is made the same 
as white roux except that it 
4s cooked until the flour be- 
gins to brown just a little. 
Brown roux is made with equal 
parts of butter and olive oil. 
Get them good and hot, then 
add one and a half times their 
volume of flour and cook until 
it is medium brown. 


THE OTHER major ingredi- 
ent of a sauce is the stock, 
and to keep it as elementary 
as possible, a brown stock 
thickened with brown roux 
gives you a brown sauce, a 
white stock thickened with 
blond roux gives a blond sauce 
and a white stock with white 
roux gives a white sauce. 
Those are the main classifica- 
tions. There are, of course, 
the sauces which contain a 
lot of spices and some vinegar 
which become barbecue sauces, 
and when you combine your 
butter or oil with egg yolks you 
get into mayonaises. 


ALL BROWN SAUCES are 
based on brown stock. 
chef we were speaking of a 
while ago will take several 
pounds of beef and veal shin 
bones, brown them in the oven, 

them, combine them with 
carrots and onions, simmer 
them for hours, season them 
with a lot of things, strain 
them, and in time come forth 
with his own stock. 

You, on the other hand, may 
add half a can of water to a 
can of beef bouillon and sim- 
mer it for a few minutes with 
a sprig of parsley and a bay 
leaf. You are now ready to 
make one of the major brown 
sauces, sauce espagnole, a 
basic sauce from which most 
of the brown sauces are made. 

Use a large saucepan and 
make a quarter of a pound of 
brown roux. Let it cool and 
then add, stirrmg all the time, 
three pints of brown stock. 
Bring it slowly to a boil, and 
then add a half pound of equal 
parts of chopped onion, carrots 
and celery. Simmer it slowly 
for three hours. Strain off the 
vegetables. Bring the volume

Then 
add half a pint of tomato 
puree. Bring it back to its orig- 
inal volume with more stock 
and let it simmer again, skim- 
ming when it needs it. When it 
is reduced to about two pints 
and becomes translucent, it's 
ready. 


NOW, WHEN YOU run 
across a recipe which calls for 
Sauce Bigrade, which merely 
means seasoned with grated 
peel and perhaps some juice, 
or oranges, proceed as follows: 


Cut the rind of a sour 
orange into fine strips. Pour 
boiling water on the strips and 
let them soak for five minutes. 
Pour off the water and add 
the juice of three oranges. 
Bring the amount up to a pint 
with the addition of Sauce 
Espagnole and let it simmer 
for a few minutes. Then add a 
tablespoon of port wine. 


THE OTHER major brown 
sauce is the demi-glace, which, 


in turn, is made with sauce 
espagnole. Take a quart of 
brown stock and a quart of | 


sauce espagnole and simmer 
them together with half a 
pound of chopped mushrooms. 
Strain off the mushrooms and 
reduce the liquid, skimming 
when necessary, to a quart of 
pale amber liquid. Take it off 
the fire and add about an 
eighth of a pint of dry sherry 
or Madeira. 


SO NOW your recipe calls 
for sauce bordelaise: Chop 
three shallots very fine and 
fry them in butter until golden. 


Pour on two thirds of a pint of | 


claret, season with a little pep- 
per and thyme and boil rapidly 
until it’s reduced to a half 


pint or less. Strain it, and then | 
add enough demi-glace to bring | 


it to a pint and let it simmer 
for a few minutes. 


Or Creole sauce: Cook an 
ounce of chopped onion and 
two ounces of chopped green 
pepper together in olive oil. 
When the onions are golden, 


add a couple of chopped to- 
matoes and a quarter of a | 


pound each of chopped mush- 
rooms and olives. Cook it an- 
other five minutes and pour in 
a pint of sauce espagnole and a 
quarter of a pint of red wine 


and simmer it until it comes | 


down to a pint. 


Sauce madere: mix a pint | 


and a half of sauce espagnole 
with a pint of dry Madeira and 
boil it down to half its volume. 

Sauce diable: Stew a couple 
of chopped shallots in half a 


pint of white wine until tender. | 


Bring it up to a pint with demi- 
glace and season it to taste 
with cayenne pepper, Tabasco 
sauce and-or dry mustard to 
taste.

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The Ettects 
Of an Early 


Retirement 


By Peter J. Steincrohn, 
M.D. 


DEAR DR. we gyi es pa 
I've heard so many pros and 
cons on what retirement does? 
to a person’s health and life 
outlook. I'm in my late 50s , 
and am thinking seriously of 
retiring. But I hesitate when 
I hear all these stories that 


early retirement is life-short- 


ening. Sincerely, Mr. M. V. 

Answer: For many years I 
have believed that early retire- 
ment promotes better health 
and longer life—provided that 
the retiree has prepared him- 
self for it many years before: 
psychologically, physically and 
economically. It is probably 
trué that some thumb-twid- 
dlers bore themselves to an 
early grave; and that the eco- 
nomically unptepared perhaps 
prematurely worry themselves 
to death. The answer is obvi- 
ous: better prepare for retire- 
ment EARLY. 

At a recent meeting of the 
Gerontological Society, the fol- 
lowing views were expressed by 
Dr. Wayne E. Thompson of 
Cornell University. 

“Everyone knows of at 
least one person whose 


| health deteriorated or whe 


died suspiciously soon after 
retirement. But it would 
seem that this could be best 
understood in terms of latent 
ill health or of poor health 
leading to retirement.” 

Dr. Thompson added that an 
extensive Cornell study has 
found that “if any discernable 
effect at all can be determined, 
it is that retirement leads to 


health improvement.” 


DEAR DR. STEINCROHBN: 
What do you consider the most 
important measure a patient 
can take to prevent repeated 
attacks of coronary thrombosis 
and more severe angina pec- 
toris? Sincerely Mr. C. C. 
Answer: I think that “mind- 
ease” and keeping weight with- 
in normal limits are most im- 
portant. (This, of course, pre- 
sumes that fat intake has been 
cut down). In a poll of six 
top-notch cardiac specialists 
and heart surgeons, they were 
asked whether they preferred 
surgery, anticoagulant (blood 
thinning) drugs or diet man- 
agement. One said, “I don't 
know”; another said, “I'd like 
all three” and the other four 
preferred diet. 

DEAR DR. STEINCROEN: 
My husband says he will never 
get an attack of coronary 
thrombosis. He keeps his 
weight normal, never overeats, 
doesn’t smoke or drink. But I 
tell him that he is working too 
hard. I have been reading that 
“stress” has a bearing on this 
question... May I have your 
opinion? Sincerel a A. K. 

Answer: E else be- 
ing equal (if that’s possible) l'd 
go along with the man who 
was serene, who didn't get in- 
volved in emotional situations 
and who worked moderately 
and without stress. He'd be 
less likely to have a coronary 
attack. 

Two studies were presented 
at a meeting of the American 
Heart Association. They im- 
plicated stress as a factor in

els | 


In one, Drs. Ray H. Rosen- 
mann and Meyer Friedman 
of San Francisco found that 
serum cholesterol levels 
climbed markedly in 42 male 
tax accountants during the 
periods of three tax dead- 
lines. And clotting time of 
blood was almost cut in half. 
In the other study, according 
to Scope Weekly, Dr. James F. 
Hammarsten and associates of 
Oklahoma City reported that 
“12 male subjects who had sur- 
vived a myocardial infarction 
showed sharp rises in serum 
cholesterol levels on 20 occa- 
sions and that, on 19 of the 
occasions, the increases corre- 
sponded with stressful periods.” 
Mrs. A. K., if you can add 
lack of stress. and good heredi- 
ee to your husband's list of 
attributes, then he is 
probably right; he has much 
ess chance of having a coro- 
nary attack than the next fel- 
ow, 


Wash Basins 


WASH BASINS hold water 
for washing the hands.
